Ia spite of er 
cry precaution, hoWeve,r, very gad occur

Some years ajro a trap wis I placed near 


a deserted fuotway, and the usual warning 
precautions taken. The same'day a young 
man, 
anxious1 to present lo jhis financee 


eome turtle doves and pigeons with rosy 
beaks, with whose whereabouts be was ac- 
quainted, left his borne a little before 
sun- 


bet to surprise Ihe birds on their Dost. He 
was late. The night closed irt rapidly, aod 
with the intention of shorreoing tbe road 
ho took his way> across tbe forest. With- 
out in the least needlr £ the brambles and 
bushes which cafbght bis-le£s; or tbe ditch-
